Every common. Prostitute, NigLtwalker, or Beggar loitering or 
being in any Thorougbfare or public Place for tlie Purpose of 
Prostitution or Solicitation or begging : 

Every Person who shall sell or distribute, or offer for Sale or Dis- 
5 tribution, or exhibit to public View, any profane, indecent, or 
obscene Book, Paper, Print, Drawing, Painting, or Representa- 
tion, or sing any profane or indecent Song or Ballad, or write 
or draw any indecent or obscene Word, Figure, or Representation, 
or use any profane, indecent, or obscene Language : 

10 Every Person who shall use any threatening, abusive, or insulting 
Words or Behaviour, with Intent to provoke a Breach of the 
Peace, or whereby a Breach of the Peace may be occasioned :

40 XXXVI. And be it enacted, That whenever any Person shall be Parly not 
convicted, and shall undergo the Imprisonment by the Justices I'"®- 

awarded, and has not paid the Fine or Costs imposed on him, then 
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and in every such Case the Clerk of Petty Sessions shall be at liberty 
to deduct his legal Fees out of any other Fines in his Hands. 

XXXVII. And he it enacted, That no Conviction shall be quashed 
for Want of Form, or be removed by Certiorari or otherwise into any 
of Her Majesty’s Superior Courts of Record ; and no Warrant of 6 
Commitment shall be held void by reason of any Defect therein, 
provided it be therein alleged that the Party has been convicted. 

XXXVIII. And for the Protection of Persons acting in the Exe- 
cution of this Act, be it enacted. That all Actions to be commenced 
against any Person for anything done in pursuance of this Act shall 10 
be laid and tried in the County where the Fact was committed, and 
shall be commenced within Three Calendar Months after the Fact 
committed, and not otherwise; and Notice in Writing of such 
Action and of the Cause thereof shall be given to the Defendant 
One Calendar Month at least before the Commencement of tire Action ; 16 
and in any such Action the Defendant may plead the General Issue, 
and give this Act and the special Matter in Evidence, at any Trial 
to he had thereupon ; and no Plaintiff shall recover in any such Action 
if Tender of sufllcient Amends shall have been made before such 
Action brought, or if a sufficient Sum of Money shall have been 20 
paid into Court after such Action brought, by or on behalf of the 
Defendant; and if a Verdict shah, pass for the Defendant, or the 
Plaintiff shall become nonsuit, or discontinue any such Action after 
Issue joined, or if upon Demurrer or otherwise Judgment shall be 
given against the Plaintiff, the Defendant shall recover his foil Costs 25 
as between Attorney and Ghent, and have the like Remedy for the 
same as any Defendant hath by Law in other Cases ; and thaugh a 
Verdict shall be given for the Plaintiff in such Action the Plaintiff 
shall not have Costs against the Defendant unless the Judge before 
whom the Trial shall he shall certify his Approbation of the Action, 30 
and of the Verdict obtained thereupon; provided also, that if such 
Action shall be brought in any of the Superior Courts, and a Verdict 
shall be found for the Plaintiff for a Sum not exceeding Twenty- 
Pounds, the said Plaintiff shall have Judgment to recover such Sum 
only, and no Costs, unless in like Manner the Judge who shall try the 35 
Case shaff, in open Court on DeHvery of the Verdict, certify on the 
Back of the Record that the Action tyas fit to be brought in such 
Superior Com-t, and ought not to have been brought iu the Assistant 
Barrister’s Court. 

XXXIX. Aud be it enacted, That in construing this Act, 40 
unless the Context or Nature of the Provision shall exclude such 

Construction, 
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Construction, Words importing the Singular Number shall extend to 
several Persons or Things as well as to one Person or Thing, and 
Words importing the Plural Number shall extend to one Person or 
Thing as well as to several Persons or Things, and Words importing 
o the Masculine Gender only shall extend to a Female as well as a 
Male; the Words “Lord Lieutenant” shall extend to and include 
any Lords Justices or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland 
for the Time being; the Words “Petty Sessions” shall be deemed 
and taken to include a Police Divisional Office ; and the Expression 
10 “ Assistant Barrister ” shall extend to and include the Recorders of 
Dublin and Cork and the Chairmau of the Sessions of the Peace for 
the County of Dublin ; and the Word “ Decree” shall extend to and 
include a Dismiss and a Renewal of a Civil Bill Decree ; the Word 
“Land” shall extend to Houses, Tenements, or Hereditaments ; and 
15 the Expression “ Justice” shall extend to and include all Mayors of 
Cities and Towns Corporate, the Commissioners of Police, and the 
Divisional Justices of the Police District of Dublin Metropolis ; the 
Word “ Constable ” shall extend to and include all County Inspectors, 
Sub-Inspectors, Head Constables, Acting Constables, and Sub-Con- 
20 stables ; and the Word “ County” shall extend to and include all Cities 
and Counties of Towns. 

XL. And be it' enacted, That this Act shall extend to Ireland 
only. 

XLL And he it enacted, That this Act may be amended or 
25 repealed by any Act to be passed in this Session of Parliament.
